EXPLAINS APPOINTMENTS 


Admits He Deeded Jacob Cavanaugh 
Part of Lot To Qualify Him For

Judge Clarence Dearth of Muncie to ­ 
day denied that he ever attempted 
to (control the selection of jurors 
in 
his court or that lie had ever given 
or suggested names for jury service. 
The Muncie jurist, on trial before 
the state senate on charges of mis­ 
use of his judicial powers, took 
the 
stand in his own behalf shortly be­ 
fore noon. 
In an emphatic m anner he denied 
the charges that he had made 
up 
lists of names for jury’ service 
or 
attempted to influence juries in their 
deliberations. 
Dearth was questioned by Freder­ 
ick N an Nuys, chief defense a tto r­ 
ney. 
Judge Dearth testified he moved to 
Muncie at the age of seven 
years 
from W arren county, Ohio, where he 
was born, and reviewed briefly 
his 
career until he was deleted judge ot. 
the Delaware county circuit court. 


Judge Dearth said he 
ran 
for 
election as judge on a 
platfrm 
of 
law and enforcement. 
He said he 
had referred in public speeches 
to 
the charges of George Dale, Muncie 
publisher, that “ juries'w ere picked” 
in his court and branded the charges 
as false.

British consul at Changsha 
todqy 
ordered immediate evacuation of all 
British 
Nationals there 
after 
a 
slight engagement involving British 
sailors from 11. M. S. Woodcock and 
( ’hinese. 
The situation a t Changsha 
was 
described as extremely bad in 
dis­ 
patches received here. 
The Chinese commissioner 
for 
foreign affairs at Changsha issued a 
statement demanding th at the B rit­ 
ish sailors involved, in the clash" he 
surrendered “ to permit us to 
take 
drastic action.” The statem ent also 
demanded the withdrawal of British 
warships. 
It was understood that the 
com­ 
missioner of iforeigti affairs 
had 
withdrawn extra-territoriality rights 
from all British subjects at Chang­ 
sha. 
The U. S. S. Pittsburgh left 
for 
N antung Chow and Ju k ao today 
to 
rescue missionaries in those cities, 
numbering about twenty. At W uhu, 
judged as one of the danger spots in 
China today, plans are 
proceeding 
for the evacuation of the remaining 
live Americans. 
Laborers at Wuhu 
were active today and a huge 
de­ 
m onstration was planned there 
for 
April 1. 


Changsha is the capital of Hunan 
province, about 150 miles south 
ot 
Hankow, the Cantonese Nationalist 
capital, and on the 
Siang 
rh e r, 
which empties into Lake Tongtinghu 
about 50 miles from Changsha. The 
lake is drained 
by a small 
stream 
connecting with the Yangtze 
river 
above Hankow. Changsha 
is deep 
within the Cantonese lines. 


Considers Forces Adequate

The W hite House statem ent

lowed receipt from American minis­ 
ter M acM urray on recommendations 
of American officials at Nanking for 
action to prevent repetition 
else­ 
where of the Nanking riots. 
The president wants it understood, 
according to his spokesman, 
th at 
American officers will retain control 
of the United States forces in China 
and that no unified command 
of 
foreign forces at Shanghai, is con­ 
templated by this government. 
This does not preclude the neces­ 
sary cooperation between American 
and other foreign commanders now 
in effect.

W ashington, March 29—<U.R>— The 
most widely 
advertised 
military 
movement of its size in 
history— 
that of a handful of U. S., marines 
to China— is getting under way to ­ 
day at three points along the A tlan­ 
tic seaboard. 
The m arch of the 
ten 
thousand 
Greeks, over which the 
freshman 
Greek student Cons 
laboriously, 
Hafinibal's advance upon Italy, N a ­ 
poleon’s campaigns into Italy, 
Eg­ 
ypt and Russia— none received 
the 
publicity attending the long trip to 
China of the 1,500 marines. 
They start today— and the world 
knows. The first contingent 
leaves 
from the home base at 
Quantico, 
Ya., this afternoon, two train loads 
pulling out for San Diego at 2 p. m. 
Two other trains will take the re ­ 
mainder of the Quantino 
allotment 
tomorrow’. Fous special trains 
will 
leave Philadelphia at 1 p. m., tom or­ 
row carrying the 9fi4 marines con­ 
centrated there. 
Those from tin* P aris Island, S. 
C. base leave on the special 
train 
tomorrow afternoon for San Diego. 


They will be in San 
Diego 
by 
next Sunday, when the 
transport 
Henderson is due to arrive to 
em­ 
bark them for China. The Henderson 
probably will steam from San Diego 
Monday morning on the twenty-two 
day sea trip to China. 
The actual movement is 
almost 
insignificant— 1,509 
marines, 
who 
would be lost in an 
average-sized 
American town minus their uniforms 
and 
equipment. During tne 
World 
W ar such a movement would 
have 
attracted almost no attention. 
The moral effect that the 
mere 
order for their dispatch had in 
the 
face of the inrreased 
threat 
at 
Nanking was tremendous. It meant 
th at the United States is ready 
to 
protect its nationals, ready to send 
more troops if necessary. 
The effect has been noted in an 
easing of the situation generally a p ­ 
parent today. Consul General Gauss 
at Shanghai reported the situation 
“ slightly casie^” in that city. 


In the face of this let-up, United 
States representatives speeded e f­ 
forts to remove all other Americans 
from the danger zone.

Rural mail route No. 1 out of the 
New Salem postoffice will be

solidated with rural route No. 1 out 
of the Rushville office and the c a r­ 
rier on the discontinued route will 
drive the consolidated route, it be­ 
came known here today. 
The change will take effect Friday 
April 1, it was stated at the R ush­ 
ville postoffice, where the report of 
the consolidation was confirmed. 
Charles Wamslev of New Salem, 
who has been the carrier on 
New 
Salem route No. 1 for a number of 
years, will he transferred 
to 
the 
Rushville post office and appointed 
as carrier on route 1. 
Route 1 has been without a c a r­ 
rier since last May when Alfred Gil­ 
bert, the carrier, died. Clifford Mau- 
zv has been substituting on 
the 
route since Mr. Gilbert’s death. 
The consolidated 
route will 
he 
fifty-one miles long, which is 
ap* 
proximately twenty miles longer than 
the average route out of the 
R ush­ 
ville office. 
After the change takes 
effect, 
there will be still one route out of 
New Salem, and the mail will 
be 
carried to New Salem, as in 
the 
past, by the carrier on route No. 1.

•WASHINGTON—The Issues of 


retroactivity and confiscation, 


which have caused the trouble In 
connection with**the Mexican oil 
laws, are not exactly new business 
with this government. 


Some of the old-timers who re- 


call the reclamation of the Bering 
River coal fields 'in Alaska are 
now pointing to a deadly paralle 
based on the admission that the 
Mexican laws, involve confiscation 
•—especially the old-timers 'who 
had interests in, those coal fields. 


It may be that Mexico will ye 


drag out that old case and review 
it for official and public consump 
tion if she is called upon to defend 
herself before a court of arbitra 
tion, in accordance with the ret 
ommendation of our Senate. 


Large Claims Banned 


Federal law provided for many 


years that coal lands in western 
states should be sold at private 
saje for $10 an acre when more 
than 20 miles.from a railroad and 
?20 an acre when within that dis- 
tance. Only surveyed lands thus 
were sold and no claim of more 
than 160 acres was allowed to an 
individual. 


The law was extended to Alaska 


in 1900 and the Bering River 
fields were discovered about 1901, 
but the law was ineffective as 
none of these lands was surveyed, 
and in 1904 Congress passed a 
law permitting sale of unsurveyed 
coal lands in Alaska. It provided 
that the applicant must mark the 
location and, survey the 
his own expense. 


Some 30,000 acres were located 


in the Bering River field and 
smaller tracts elsewhere. Surveys 
were begun, trails and roads built, 
wharves and other .structures were 
built, railroad surveys made and 
two independent railroads actually 
begun to the coal fields, which lay 
from 20 to 90 miles from tide- 
water. It was estimated that sev- 
eral millions of dollars were spent 
In preparation for mining. A town 
of 3000 persons grew up at Katal-j 


lah, with the nearest market 'a 
thousand'miles away. 


Reversed Its Policy 


In 1906, during the second 


Roosevelt administration, the gov- 
ernment decided on a new land 
i 


policy and proposed to lease coal 
lands Instead of selling them. Ex- 
ecutive orders were issued with- 
drawing all coal lands from sale and 
a message .was sent to Congress 
advocating;-.repeal o£ the existing 
law and substitution of a leasing 
Jaw. 


The withdrawal; order provided 


_that holders of bona fide rights 
already initiated should be. en- 
titled to perfect their claims and 
secure titles. 
But the Interior. 


Department was opposed to all1 
titles and the Department of Jus-A 
tice joined in the movement by 
bringing criminal charges against 
the locators. More than 200 per- 
sons were indicted for conspiracy 
to defraud the government. 


The 
criminal 
cases 
were 


brought to trial in Seattle, Chi- 
cago and Detroit, but all the de- 
fendants were acquitted. 


. 
Millions Lost 


It was eight years before Con- 


ress passed the leasing law. 
Meanwhile, the coal lands stood 
idle and coal was imported for in- 
habitants of Alaska. 
Buildings 


and improvements fell into decay 
i total loss, it is said, of several 


million dollars. Many claimants 
were bankrupted; some are said 
o have committed suicide or gone 
nsane. 


One English company, headed 


by Charles F. Munday of Seattle, 
was interested in 5000 acres of 
ocated lands. 
British investors 


lad been interested and spent 
more than a million in develop- 
ment -work. All this was wiped 
ut, although Munday was acquit- 
ed of any crime. 


In 
October, 1914, 'Congress 


jassed the leasing law for the 
Alaska coal lands, which provided 
or certain refunds and prevented, 
ny claimants from bringing suits; 
'his law leased the same lands 
hat had been sold. 


Today those Alaskan lands are 


pen for lease, but are not being 
eveloped.
